STHE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

The Chicago “Tribune” Shakes 
Them Up on Passenger Charges. 
Cuicaa@o, July Il. 

The Tribune says there can hardly 
fail to be some disappointment in the 
public mind as to the rates which it is 
announced the Northern Pacific will 
charge travellers over its line to the 
Pacific. In a recent interview in St. 
Paul, the general traffic manager, Mr. 
Muir, stated to our reporter that the 
rate for a first-class passage to Port- 
land from St. Panl would he $100, and 
that for intermediate points and for 
second-class proportionate figures 
would be made. The distance be- 
tween the two termini of the Northern f 
Pacific being 1,916 miles, the charge 
of $100 is at the rate of more than 5% 
cents per mile. This, it must be re- 
membered, is simply the charge for 
hauling.
